In the last two cases, however, the parties interested have since declined to 
comply with tlie condition on which the grants of the Board were made, in 
respect to the formation of Parochial Districts, and the grants made by the 
Board have therefore been rescinded ; but in respect to the Church proposed to 
he erected at one of tliem, viz., Croaghan, a sum sufficient for the erection of a 
Chapel-of-Ease has been since supplied- by private liberality, and lodged with 
the Commissioners, and the works are now in progress. 

Private subscriptions have also been lodged with the Commissioners for 
building a Chape!-of-Ease at Calderagh, in the Parish of Kilmore, in the Diocese 
of Clogher.

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With respect to the Churches of Drumbanagber, Aghabog, Derrya»bv 
Holmpatrick. Bray, Tiddown, and Tullylish, mentioned in the aLve enumera- 
tion, the parishioners having expressed their desire to have new Churches built 
in preference to the enlargement and repairing of the old ones, the Commissioners 
have agreed to allow iheir grants to be applied, together with the sums which 
would have been required for the necessary repairs of the old Churches to the 
building of such new Churches on the terms of the parishioners providing- the 
additional funds necessary for the purpose. 

In the case of Castleknock, in the Diocese of Dublin, abovf noticed, the 
grant of 175/. made for its enlargement has been rescinded, the Incumbent 
having stated that he was unable to procure the required subj>cription. The 
grants made in former years for rebuilding the Clmrcli of C'astlei-ahan, in the 
Diocese of Kilmore, and for the enlargement of Holywood Church, in the 
Diocese of Down, have also been rescinded, the aid required from the parishioners 
not having been provided in either case, and the amount has been applied in 
carrying out additional works which were found necessary in some of the 
Churches above enumerated. Whilst, however, the Commissioners have been 
reluctantly obliged to rescind their grants for the reasons above stated in the 
few cases last referred to, they ate glad to acknowledge the great liability with 
which they have been met in other places, and we have the satisfaction of 
informing your Excellency that the subscriptions received this year in aid of 
the building, rebuilding, enlargement, and improvement of Churches, have 
amounted to no less a sum than 12,800/.

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In addition to the sum appropriated to Church Works from the general fund, 
the Commissioners have allocated a sum of lOOi?. towards the restoration of 
Kilioteran Church, in the Diocese of Waterford, out of the fund bequeathed by 
Bishop Gore for rebuilding and repairing Churches in the Dioceses of Lisraore 
and Waterford; in aid of which work, the parishioners have also contributed 
100/. The Parochial Chapels-of-Ease of Annarea, in the Parish of Kilmore, in 
the Diocese of Armagh, and of Ballysillan, in the Parish of Belfast, in the Diocese 
of Connor, both of which have been built by private liberality at a considerable 
expense, have been, taken under the charge of the Board. 

The subject of the insurance against loss by fire in the Churches under the 
charge of the Board having engaged the special attention of the Commissioners, 
it was deemed expedient that they should become their own insurers, in conformity 
with the practice of son;e public companies, by setting apart an annual sura for 
the purpose of creating an insurance fund. This has been done by means of an 
investment in Government Securities of a sum of 2,130/., being’ the estimated 
amount of the annual premiums which would be required by insurance companies 
for a suitable policy on each Church under charge of the Board ; and it is the 
intention of the Board that a similar sum, with the accruing dividends, shall be 
annually invested until a sufficient fund for the object contemplated shall have 
been created, when the dividends on the accumulated amount may, as circum- 
stances permit, be applied to the general purposes of the Commission. 

By the half-yearly returns of promotions, it appears that 80 Benefices have 
become vacant within the year, consisting of four dignities, eight prebends, and 
68 parochial benefices ; of these, 28 appear to be subject to Ecclesiastical tax. 
The livings of Cruicetown, in the Diocese of Meath, and of Droradeely, in the 
Diocese of Limerick, have been suspended, being Benefices in which Divine 
Service had not been celebrated within the three years ending the 1st of February 
1833, by which the income of these parishes, amounting to the sum of 95 /. 6 s. 
per annum, has accrued to the Commissioners, subject to providing for per- 
formance of the occasional duties of said parishes. 

. The Deanery of Kildare having become vacant and no cure of souls being 
attached to that Dignity within the meaning of the statutes, the Commissioners 
recommended to the Lord Lieutenant and the Privy Council that the appoint- 
ment to it should be suspended, and they have received the order of the Lords 
Justices and Privy Council, bearing date tiie 14th of April 1859, disappropriating 
the parish of Cloncurry from the Deanery and transferring the emoluments of it, 
amounting to 69 /. 4 j. 7 d., per annum, to the Commissioners, to be by them 
carried to the general fund, after making provision for the due performance of 
the occasional duties. 

With reference^ to the Chancellorship of the Cathedral Church of St. Patrick’s, 
Cashel, the appointment to which was suspended bv the Lord Lieutenant and 
Privy Council on the 1st of February 1854, the Commissioners have received 
the order of the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council removing the suspension, 
and giving authority for the appointment to the Dignity, subject to the severance 
of its emoluments, which have thus become permanently vested in the Com- 
missioners. 

An improvement to a small extent having taken place in the augmentation 
fund, in consequence chiefly of the investments made in Government Stock to 
the credit of Primate Boulter’s Fund, as mentioned in the two last Reports of 
the Commissioners, an annual sum of 81/. 6 has been distributed in the 
augmentation of three small Benefices, viz., Finner, in the Diocese of Clogher, 
Kilcoleman, in the Diocese of Ardfert, and BalJyeaston, in the Diocese of Connor. 

Thirty-eight applications for the purchase of Perpetuities have been re- 
ceived. The sum realised from this source within the year has amounted to 
5,353/. Os. 2d., and from the liquidation of mortgages granted for purchases 
which were effected in former years, a sum of 4,468 1. 18 s. Qd. has been received, 
and the sum of 9,784/. 3 5. 11 d. has been invested in Government Securities to 
the credit of this Fund.

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The annual account of ihe Tnist Fund arising, under Bishop Gore’s will, 
from the impropriate tithes of Cahir pai'ish, in the Diocese of Lismore, has been 
furnished by the Commissioners to the Bishop of Cashel, Waterford, and Lismore, 
jiursuant to the direction of the Court of Chancery.
